Man's relatio n to the o uter wo rld, 
to this env iro nment, is fo rced upo n 
his attentio n ev ery mo ment o f his 
waking ho urs. The need to wOik, to 
deal with and adjust to perso nalit­ 
ies, to av o id menaces, etc., co nfo rns 
him co ntinuo usly. 
And man suc­ 
ceeds in effectiv ely meeting the ex­ 
actio ns o f the o uter wo rld largely 
thro ugh the functio ns and integra­ 
tiv e actio ns o f the nerv o us system 
Man Is, ho wev er, much less aw'are 
o f his internal relatio ns, at least 
when he Is healthy. 
Yet the.se are 
v ery Intricate. He thinks o f him.'^elf 
as “o n indiv idual." 
Actually he is 
an aggregate o f numero us cells, tis­ 
sues, o rgans aiKl systems. 
The 
o peratio ns o f these bo dy units must 
be kept under co ntro l and must be 
fitted and adjusted to each o ther. 
Failure In co o rdinatio n results In a 
lo ss o f bo dy 
efficiency 
and

functio nal and o rganic diseases. 
The wo rkings o f the inner man 
are Integrated largely 
thro ugh the 
medium o f the nerv o us system and 
the glands o f internal secretio n. In 
the nerv o us system tw’o special di­ 
v isio ns—the sympathetic and para­ 
sympathetic — are co ncerned with 
the co ntro l 
and 
regulatio n cf the 
bo dy’s v ital functio ns. These div is­ 
io ns W’o rk at o dds. 
One stimulates, 
the o ther inhibits. 
The sympathetic div isio n Is dy­ 
namic, 
driv ing, 
energ^'-expending. 
It do minates when the bo dy must 
fight o r flee, o r when bacteria a t­ 
tack and the bo dy must meet this 
inner hazard. 
The 
para-.sympathetic 
div isio n 
sto res and co igprv es po tential r n- 
ergy. It 
predo minates 
when 
the 
energy reso urces o f the bo dy hav e 
been drained so that sleep, rest and 
relaxatio n are required. 
The glands o f internal 
secretio n

po tential energy.

o perate with the sympathetic div is­ 
io n in meeting fight o r flight sit- 
imtlo m. 
The endo crine system regulates 
instinctual behav io r and largely in­ 
fluences o ne’s emo tio ns.
